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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a coagmie organie centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner s8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is rising, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap atones to 
the pillars of the poreh, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the sixth great root-raee. 

The place of each atone is determined by the law of zeleetion, and the 
szame law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square. 

The development of outer conditions, planes and personalities must keep 
pace with and correspond to the development of the interior man, or evolu- 
tionary force would be diverted from its proper channels. 

When the Craftsman or Apprentice to any Degree has finished his term 
of gervice, and has mastered all the details of the work, he is © recognized ”” 
by the Master Builder, and raised to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be eonscious of the pregence of that Master, until his apprenticeship is 
eompleted, and he in turn becomes a Magster of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Cogmiec Life, which Degree is 8ubdivided 
into geven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ehelas or disciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has eaused the 
great advance in scientific, philogophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all guch endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole. 

It is a common belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
have been permitted to die out: but **thoge who know?” say this is not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the masses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and corruption hanging before the hearts of the 
humanity of this transitory period, ghall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all.

Commentaries on the Nine New Stanzas of Dzyan, given by the Master 


Morya to the I emple of the People for the New Humanity. 


Stanza VI. Sloka III. (Continued) 


The Principle of Manas 1s one of a trinitv of Principles, De- 
sire, Will and Manas, whose operation through a Hierarchy of be- 
ings on the first objective plane would depend upon the devel- 
opment of certain centers of mentality, comparable to the receiving 
Stations of wireless electricity, and these centers in turn are com- 
parable to the Seven degrees of a Hierarchy, so far as their action 
on the lower degrees of life are concerned. As the trinity of 
Desire, Will and Manas 1s the basic source of the Monadic Essence, 
and therefore of the Monad—the individual ego, the interest of 
one Ego in another must necessarily create a hond between the 
two ; but it would depend upon the development of the lesser de- 
veloped one as to what degree of Manasic energy might be trans- 
mitted by the Manasic Hierarchy to the most primitive races. of 
humanity. 

\We believe it was by some $such method that the first Divine 
Builders established their individual connection with the lower 
orders of humanity. While this connection was not incarnation, 
In one sense, it was at least a correspondence to incarnation. 

The most valid objections of many people to reincarnation has 
been the apparent loss of identity, and the failure of memory to 
bridge the gulf between two lves. 

[t would be the greatest presumption in any mortal to ins1st 
upon the acceptance of the foregoing illustration, yet it might 
partly solve a mystery which every student of occultism faces 1n 
trying to bridge the gulf between s$pirit and matter, or rather he- 
tween mind and matter, unless he understands that even s$piritual 
beings are the product of evolution. 

These difficulties are greatly lessened in the case of the deep 
<tudent of the \WVisdom Religion, as the basic truths of that religion 
are brought out in the Secret Doctrine, the Upanishads and the 
Vedas. Unfortunately, as it would appear, there are comparatively 
few among the masses of humanity who have the education, the 
time, and power of concentration to fully inform themselves mn 
regard to the more mystical aspects of that religion; therefore they 
are compelled to depend on others to interpret them. If those oth- 
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ers chance to be amhitious, seltish people who are seeking material 
advantage alone, such interpretation will only conform to personal 
decires. 

There are all too many of these in the world today, as there 
nave been in all ages, conscious or unconscious devotees of the 
Adversary—the negative aspect of life. 

[ft we hear m-. mind that the astral bodies—the Chavas, of the 
fhirst races were the first points of connection for the Dhyan 
Chohans 1t may aid us m understanding somewhat of the nature 
ot such incarnation: as occurred, for the substance of which those 
astrals were tormed was a lower degree of Kama-Manas, and some- 
what as a weak current of electricity can he increased in voltage 
by the use of a transformer, the substance of the astral forms must 
he changed—increased in power—by contact with the Dhyan 
Chohan who tunctions the Higher Manas. 

The *Devas who entered the Chayas and subsequently became 
Arhats,” by actually incarnating in the bodies which were ready” 
to pay the karmic debt incurred by their refusal to contact the *fhrst 
vile forms,” were subsequently evolved to a very high order of 
lite, as a result of the sacrihce made. 

Those who projected a Spark” merely started a more rapid 
vibration in the forms of one of the sub-races of the same Root 
Race. These vibrations were permitted to decrease as time passed. 
\We will not attempt to enter minutely into this subject, and only 
take it up now to account for the vast differences in the mentality 
of the people of the earth. 

The changes made in the primitive races were not completed 
for all time. They are repeated over and over again in every 
race. When the astral shadows of the members of a race are 
evolved to a certain degree, a relation is established between the 
Monads—the incarnating Sparks, and the Hierarchy of Spiritual 
Beings before mentioned; and the strength of the relation depends 
upon the development of the physical brain-centers through which 
the currents of Manasic force, set free by the Dhyan Chohans, can 
plav. 

There are third race men living in parts of Australia and 
Polynesia today, as there are Sixth Race men—high chelas of the 
Great White Lodge, living in equally isolated portions of the earth.

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EGOISM vs. EGOT ISM. 
TEMPLE TEACHINGS. OPEN SERIES, No. CXXXII. 


Does the seed of a plant attempt to put forth leaves for the pur- 
pose of attracting the necessarv constituents from the air for the 
* nourishment of roots, or flowers for the formation of new seed, be- 
fore it has even commenced to put forth a stalk to support the 
flowers? Does a wise parent attempt to put a child through a 
college course before the child has matured a brain by 'means of 
which it may comprehend the rudiments of even a single study of 
Such a course? Yet many people are attempting to accomplish a 
purpose which is fully as impractical -and unnatural as would he a 
s1milar purpose by seed or parent. If it were possthle to accom- 
plish such a purpose the result would be unnatural for the follow- 
ing among many other reasons: the qualities or functions by means 
of which the necessarv nourishment—physcal or mental energy— 
could be supphed fron the outside to permit of the bursting of the 
Shell of cell or molecule in order that the within may become the 
without, and to maintain- that which has come forth until its divine 
purpose was fulfilled in the development of new seed or cells, 

If it were possthle to accomplish either purpose the result 
would be a monstrositv, an abnormal thing incapable of fulftlhng 
the divine purpose. In no case 1s this truth more evident than 1n 
the over-development of the quality of egotisgm an the character 
of a man or woman. 'The seed of the quality of egotism 18 
* egoism — individuality — notwithstanding the generally accepted 
definition of the word, for the Ego 1s the spiritual seed of the 
individual, the consciousness of the © am.” 

The quality of Humility bears a certain correspondence to the 
Stalk of the plant or the trunk of the tree. It 1s the quiet unas- 
Suming force which 1s the real support and base of supples for the 
more exoteric teatures of individuality. True humility 1s absolutely 
necessary for s$piritual growth. Over-development of the quality 
or egotism, and a corresponding under-development of the quality 
of humility 18 ever noticeable in the leaders of mobs. A dearth of 
actual knowledge, a little desultory reading, attendance upon cer- 
tain classes of lectures and a course of mental gymnastics has fitted 
the rahid egotist for such leadership. The normal development of 
the qualities of egoism and humility, all things else heing equal, 
Serves to fit one for true leadership ; but a person <0 fitted is gen- 
erally backward about asserting himself. Unless a definite call has 
been made upon him by others he will avoid everything which 
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tends to push him to the front. His knowledge of his own limita- 
tions 1s $0 keen 1t 1s actually painful if he he placed in a sitnation 
where he appears to stand forth as a superior in the eyes of his 
fellow men. 

An egotist has no more chance to unlock the jewel case of 
Deity and estimate the value of the treasures therein by means of 
the seeing eye than a chicken has to estimate the value of a tray 
of precious gems 1n a Jeweler's window. 

The ranter on the street corner who draws a crowd to listen 
to an arraignment against all ruling powers; one who may never 
have heard of political economy, the history of nations, the action 
of the cyclic laws, or the inevitable results of Karmic law, and who 
may have been pushed to the wall by his own incompetence, or 1n- 
dolence, 1s one example of over-developed egotism. As a result of 
his ranting, possthly a large number of people are aroused to frenzy, 
and instead of trying to find some real remedy for what may have 
been a mental or moral disease, he heads a mob to wreak vengeance 
on some other man who 1s in a position-of power, yet who 1s, in 
all hikehhood, equally a victim of circumstances, environment and 
wrong educational methods. Or, to bring an 1llustration closer to 
everyday life: the egotistic hushand and father of a family who, 
hecause of his inability to make any deep impresston on his fellow 
workers in some field of labor, yet who 1s convinced that he 1s a 
much misunderstood and unappreciated victim of the 1gnorance of 
others, makes his home a place of torment to wife and children by 
his rigid rule over them, his constant demands upon their credulty, 
his repeated criticisms of words or acts, and reminders of their 
srpposed inferiority, as well as his prophecies of the evils to befall 
them hecause of their lack of respect or regard for him, when in 
fact the evidences of his inferiority to many others whom his family 
are frequently contacting, his lack of self-control, his narrow con- 
cepts of the great realities, are all so self-evident to the family 
that, despite- their real affection for him, there 1s aroused such a 
feeling of contempt for his littleness, such a disregard for his m- 
junctions, that in the end something approaching hate develops in 
their minds with an overweening desire to get s0 far away from 
him that they will never have to behold his face again. 

I have no intention of confining my remarks or arguments to 
the masculine sex, in giving these illustrations, for they are equally 
applicable to the feminine sex, and are daily hecoming even more 
$0 as women are heing forced all unprepared, more and more into 
the positions formerly held by males alone. Some of the qualities 
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which are pre-eminently active in the sex make the female heads 
of families or of husiness houses peculiarly trying to those who 
are under their control. I refer more particularly to «mall jeal- 
ous1es of each other, the character of jealousy seldom noted in the 
male sex. \\hile - end is one of the prevailing hmitations of 
the male it is exercised in larger wavs. Þut all this 1s incidental. 
\Vhat I am striving to arouse in those to whom my words apply 
in any special sense 1s the power to estimate character at its true 
value, instead of yielding to the negative forces of over or under 
<elf-appreciation, without effort to form a correct estimate of one's 
real position in the <cale of hte. This power cannot be won -$0 
long as self-satisfaction and egotistic pride predominates over those 
qualities which make for fair and just judgment. One method of 
accomplishing this purpose 1s to cultivate the hahit ot seeking the 
creat, the perfected in the minutiae of art and science and 1n nature, 
and among the. humble, the inconspicuous, the hidden people and 
things of life. 

When vou fully comprehend the vast truth that the invis1hle 
molecule is poss1hle of subdivision into innumerable lesser d1visons 
vou will have more regard for the hidden things of hfe, for each sÞþ- 
division 1s capable of the generation of energy of 1incomparably 
creater power than that of the mass from which it was subdivided. 
The atom 1s capable of generating power enough to drive the world 
out of its present orhit 1t the ability to direct 1t were at the com- 
mand of a human heing whose trinitv of action—Desire, Will, and 
Mind—was sufficiently developed to permit of his awakening that 
energy from its semi-conscious $tate and directing the course. of 1ts 
movements. 

The time will come when man will be no longer subhject to many 
of the cruder forms of energy which now limit his. action $0 
greatly; a time when he will have learned that the many layers of 
matter which now seem to make impossihle his reaching to the 
center of any form of life are in fact illustons possthle of diss1pa- 
tion by the means he now possesses yet fails to use, owing to 1ts 
smphcity, and to his present contempt for the very qualities by 
which alone it would be possthle for him to recognize and use those 
means. 

The man or woman who flatters you, works on your vanity, 
praises vou beyond your desserts, 1s one of your worst enemies, 
tor whether you are conscious of it or not he 1s adding to the 
natural menstruum of vour pride and conceit and preparing the 
way for the lower self to build therein. 

Strive by self-examination to look yourself honestly and fairly 
in the face, to recognize the qualities which belong to your lower 
Selves and gain control of them. Of course, it is a long task,—but 
vou have Eternity to accomplish it in, so do not let that deter you 
from making a beginning, lest even Eternity be too short. «—ſ}

He 
was disgusted with the whole affair, 0 he told me he wished he 
had never seen me, and my_ thoughts began to say to me, *Prob- 
ably after all, I was foolish.” 

This attitude of mv companion lasted a few days, then he be- 
came sorry that he caused me 0 much pain, for I] did sufter. 
Again he started climbing, and again he was influenced by other 
thoughts and words, then I again received a lot of ahuse for having 
ever told him to attempt to climb. This time his abuse did: not last 
as long, but it was verv ugly while it lasted. In the meantime no 
other mouse cared to associate with us, for they thought we were 
certainly going the wrong road. Many out-distanced us apparently. 
At last my companion decided to go by himself and let me go on, 
© I went ahead, seeing that I had helped him all I posstbly could. 

At last I reached my gate-keeper again, and asked to be allowed 
to £0 on, and to my <urprise he let me pass, without any further 
questioning. Afﬀter | got some cistance I hegan to look for some 
of the other mice that had passed me on the road. And I could not 
hnd one, then I asked cone of the guides, who seemed to be always 
closely tollowing me now. To my amazement I found that not one 
had passed the test. They were sent down the hill to start all 
over again. "Some, he aid, *were able to pass part of the test, 
but there was only one out of a hundred at the present time who was 
willing to make the sacrifices necessary to pass his gate. I asked 
what his tests were, and he answered: *The thing that to you 1s 
the dearest thing in the universe, must he put on the altar to help 
humanity.

Those that were asked to help 
others reach through, and refused, had to go all the way hack by 
another -route ; and that was not the worst of it, the route was hid- 
den in such a manner that these mice were not told that they failed, 
nor why, until they found themselves again where they started 
from in the first place. 

These mice will make their trip next time more rapidly, if they 
have the courage to start out again, and they generally do, and the 
traps are of a different kind for the next trip. But these mice
